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Severe weather causes 
landslides, flooding in 
Trinidad 



PORT-OF-SPAIN - A tropical 
wave that affected Trinidad 
and Tobago on Saturday has 
caused severe flooding and 
landslides throughout the 
country particularly along the 
North Western peninsula. 

Two people died and an¬ 
other two are missing in 
Trinidad as the severe weather 
lashed the eastern Caribbean 
with heavy rains and wind, au¬ 
thorities said yesterday. 


The victims died after 
heavy rainfall unleashed floods 
and mudslides in Trinidad's 
western suburb of Diego Mar¬ 
tin, relatives said. 

The tropical wave is fore¬ 
cast to move westward across 
the Lesser Antilles and the 
Caribbean Sea over the next 
couple of days. 

Maximum sustained winds 
are near 35 mph with higher 
gusts mainly in squalls.

Israel tests SMS missile alerts 
as Iran chatter grows 


Iran steps up relief efforts 
after quakes kill 227 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israel 
yesterday began testing an 
SMS system for warning the 
public of an imminent missile 
attack as chatter over a possi¬ 
ble strike on Iran dominated 
the Israeli press headlines. 

As testing began, Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
said Israel had chalked up "a 
significant improvement" in its 
home front defence capabilities, 
mentioning its highly-vaunted 
anti-missile systems such as 
Iron Dome and Arrow 2. 

With front page stories in 
two papers suggesting Tehran 
had made progress towards the 
manufacture and assembly of a 
nuclear warhead, Israel’s 
Home Front Command began 
final tests of the SMS warning 
system which is expected to be 
operational by September. 

"The Home Front Command 
will today start conducting na¬ 
tionwide testing of the 'Personal 


Message' alert system, which 
will end on Thursday," said a 
statement indicating that SMS 
texts in Hebrew, Arabic, English 
and Russian would be sent to 
subscribers on Israel's three 
main networks: Cellcom, Pele- 
phone and Orange. 

The idea is that the SMS 
system could be used to warn 
the population of an imminent 
missile attack by Iran or 
Lebanon's Hezbollah militia if 
Israel strikes Tehran's nuclear 
facilities which it believes is a 
front for developing a bomb. 

In recent days, talk of a pos¬ 
sible strike on Iran has domi¬ 
nated the headlines, largely 
coming from unsourced offi¬ 
cials quoting intelligence re¬ 
ports, none of which it was 
possible to verify. 

"Iran has made progress to¬ 
ward nuclear warhead," was 
the headline in the Haaretz 
newspaper. "The Iranians grea¬ 


test progress recently is in the 
manufacture and assembly of a 
nuclear warhead," the paper 
said, quoting the official who 
was drawing his information 
from an intelligence report 
which an Israeli newspaper 
said was recently presented to 
US President Barack Obama. 

Although US officials de¬ 
clined to comment on the re¬ 
port, Israeli Defence Minister 
Ehud Barak referred to it di¬ 
rectly last week, saying it 
"brings the American assess¬ 
ment much much closer to 
ours" and makes the Iranian 
issue "a bit more urgent." 

US evangelist 
Billy Graham 
hospitalized 
for bronchitis 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - In- 
temationally-renowned evan¬ 
gelist Billy Graham was 
hospitalized for a lung infec¬ 
tion thought to be bronchitis, 
the facility treating the Amer¬ 
ican preacher said yesterday. 

The 93-year-old was in 
stable condition, resting com¬ 
fortably and receiving 
"appropriate antibiotics," said 
David Pucci, the pulmonolo¬ 
gist on the case, in the state¬ 
ment from Ashville, North 
Carolina's Mission Hospital. 

Graham was "alert and in 
good spirits" when he was ad¬ 
mitted overnight yesterday, 
the hospital wrote, adding that 
no date has yet been set for his 
discharge but that he was 
"looking forward to returning 
home with his family." 


VARZAQAN (AFP) - Iran 
yesterday stepped up relief op¬ 
erations in shattered villages in 
its northeast after saying res¬ 
cue operations were completed 
following a double earthquake 
which cost 227 lives and in¬ 
jured 1,380 people. 

"Search and rescue opera¬ 
tions have ended and we are 
now working to ensure sur¬ 
vivors' needs in terms of shel¬ 
ter and food," Interior Minister 
Moustafa Mohammad-Najjar 
told state television as he an¬ 
nounced the casualty toll. 

He and other officials said 
the rubble left by Saturday's 
earthquakes hid no more sur¬ 
vivors, making further rescue 
activities unnecessary. 

Around half of the 600 vil¬ 
lages located in the disaster 
zone, an area northeast of the 
city of Tabriz, were damaged, 
some of them badly, he said. A 
dozen or more were com¬ 
pletely razed. 

The first of the earthquakes 
registered a strong 6.4 on the 
moment magnitude scale, ac¬ 
cording to the US Geological 
Survey which monitors seis¬ 
mic activity worldwide. 

The second, almost as 
strong at 6.3 on the scale, rum¬ 
bled through just 11 minutes 
after the first. Many smaller af¬ 
tershocks followed. 

While Tabriz and nearby 
towns escaped with only rela¬ 
tively minor damage, many 
outlying villages where build¬ 
ings are made of more flimsy 
mud and concrete bricks were 
decimated. 

The interior minister said 


PRIVAS (AFP) - A paedophile 
who has admitted five serious 
sexual assaults on French 
campsites this summer had 
been convicted of a similar of¬ 
fence 12 years ago, France's 
Interior Ministry confirmed 
yesterday. 

The 32-year-old man was 
arrested Friday in connection 
with an incident in the early 
hours of August 8 in which an 
11-year-old was attacked as 
she slept alongside her 10- 
year-old sister in a tent on a 
campsite at Saint-Didier-sous- 
Aubenas in the Ardeche region 
of central France. 

He subsequently confessed 
to four other recent attacks on 
girls holidaying on campsites 
in an area popular with nature- 
lovers from all over Europe. 

Three of the victims were 
French, one Dutch and one 
German. 

The prosecutor in charge of 


President Mahmoud Ah- 
madinejad had given orders for 
home reconstruction to begin 
immediately because of the 
harsh winter that the mountain¬ 
ous region experiences. 

The region declared two 
days of mourning for the lives 
lost in the disaster. 

An estimated 16,000 people 
remained homeless by the 
quakes or too afraid to return 
to cracked homes they feared 
unstable. 

Iran's Red Crescent distri¬ 
buted thousands of tents and 
supplies of food and water to 
help them through the days 
ahead, and put up 4,000 emer¬ 
gency shelters in a sporting 
stadium. 

It also said it turned down 
offers of help from Turkey, 
Taiwan, Singapore and Ger¬ 
many because Iran was able to 
cope with the disaster by itself. 

The White House also 
stepped in to offer help and 
condolences to the people of 
Iran, with which Washington 
has no diplomatic relations and 
has been locked in a tense 
standoff for decades. 

"The American people send 
the Iranian people our deepest 
condolences for the loss of life 
in the tragic earthquake in 
northeastern Iran," White 
House spokesman Jay Carney 
said in a statement. 

"We stand ready to offer as¬ 
sistance in this difficult time," 
said the statement, which was 
addressed to the "Iranian peo¬ 
ple" and made no mention of 
the government of the Islamic 
republic. 


the case confirmed that DNA 
evidence had helped police 
track the man to his home in 
the tiny village of Brune in the 
southern Ardeche.

French campsite attacker 
was convicted abuser 
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Democrats bash new VP pick as 
right-wing ideologue 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - De¬ 
mocratic strategist David Ax¬ 
elrod attacked Republican Mitt 
Romney's choice of a vice 
presidential running mate as an 
ideologue who would demo¬ 
lish government health insur¬ 
ance for the elderly. 

Paul Ryan, Romney's pick, 
is "the architect of a plan to 
end Medicare as we know it," 
Axelrod, a top advisor to Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama's presi¬ 
dential campaign, said on 
ABC’s "This Week." 

Ryan's proposal to turn the 
public insurance plan into a 
voucher system will "shift 
thousands of dollars of costs 
onto senior citizens," Axelrod 
said. 

Moreover, Ryan's plan to 
privatize the national pension 
program known as Social Se¬ 
curity "was so out there that 
even George Bush called it ir¬ 
responsible," he added. 

Axelrod's comments came 
as Democrats mounted a fierce

counter-attack a day after 
Romney picked as his running- 
mate a congressman who, 
known as a leading advocate 
for deep cuts in US spending, 
is to deal with what Republi¬ 
cans say are unsustainable US 
deficits. 

The choice was seen by 
many as a bold, but risky move 
that will re-focuses the US 
presidential campaign on debt 
and deficit issues amid a slug¬ 
gish US economic recovery. 

"I think it will be a booster 
shot within his own party," Ax¬ 


elrod acknowledged. "I think 
the Tea Party is excited. I think 
the social conservatives are ex¬ 
cited." 

Ryan's budget proposal 
"cuts back on college aid to 
kids, and research, and innova¬ 
tion and all the things that we 
need to grow the economy. 
And on things that people rely 
on, nursing home care for se¬ 
niors, and for the disabled and 
so on," Axelrod told NBC's 
"Meet the Press." 

President Obama has por¬ 
trayed Romney as a wealthy 
venture capitalist who would 
shower the rich with tax cuts, 
and saddle the middle class 
with the bill, in the form of 
higher taxes and cuts to key so¬ 
cial programs. 

Conservatives cheered 
Ryan's name on the ticket as a 
jolt to the Republican base en¬ 
suring the election will be 
framed around major issues 
like the role and size of gov¬ 
ernment.

Olympic hero Farah meets 
British PM for hunger 
talks 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain's 
double Olympic gold hero Mo 
Farah yesterday helped launch 
a "hunger summit" aimed at 
tackling malnutrition world¬ 
wide, at Prime Minister David 
Cameron's Downing Street 
residence. 

Fresh from winning the 
5,000 meter final on Saturday, 
Farah joined Cameron, Brazi¬ 
lian football legend Pele, famed 
Ethiopian distance runner Haile 
Gebrselassie and Vice President 
Michel Temer of Brazil, who 
co-hosted the event. 

Taking advantage of the 
large number of foreign offi¬ 
cials gathered in London for 
the Olympic Games, Cameron 
led the calls for the interna¬ 
tional community to help the 
25 million children around the 
world suffering from stunted 
growth. 

Farah, 29, who was bom in 
Somalia but moved to Britain 
aged eight, shook hands with 
the British premier outside 
number ten before performing 
his distinctive "Mobot" cele¬ 
bration. 

The athlete and his wife 
Tania set up the Mo Farah 
Foundation which aims to 
build 50 wells and to give a 


month's supply of food to at 
least 20,000 people, and me¬ 
dical support to 40,000, by the 
end of the year. 

He has also set aside the 
250,000 pounds ($389,000) he 
won in a TV show earlier this 
year for the project — and there 
is more to come. 

"On the first of September 
I'm having a big charity auc¬ 
tion for the Mo Farah Founda¬ 
tion," he said on Saturday. 

Olympians including 
Ethiopian 10,000 meters gold 
medallist Timnesh Dibaba and 
British long jump winner Greg 
Rutherford have signed an 
open letter urging Cameron to 
"fire the starting gun on the 
biggest ever push against 
hunger and malnutrition". 

Cameron was set to pledge 
£120 million ($188 million, 
153 million euros) for research 
into drought-resistant and vita¬ 
min-enhanced crops for Africa 
and South Asia. 

The conference was held 
ahead of the closing ceremony 
for the London Olympics yes¬ 
terday, when the Olympic 
flame was extinguished in the 
British capital and organisers 
handing it over to the Rio 2016 
team. 


Castro celebrates 86th 
birthday out of limelight 

HAVANA (AFP) - Fidel Castro, who led Cuba for a half cen¬ 
tury and became known worldwide for decades of Cold 
War-era clashing with the United States, will celebrate his 
86th birthday today far from the limelight. 

Officially, there are no plans to publicly honor the com¬ 
munist country f s one-time "commander-in-chief," who 
tightly orchestrated public life there from January 1959 
until he suffered a health crisis in 2006 and delegated his 
duties to his brother Raul Castro. 


US Muslim group decries 
shots on Chicago mosque 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Two air 
rifle shots struck the outer wall 
of a mosque and Muslim edu¬ 
cation center outside Chicago 
overnight, the Council on 
American-Islamic Relations 
said yesterday. 

The shots were heard by 
worshippers who were outside 
the mosque and were powerful 
enough to damage the build¬ 
ing's brick wall, it added. 

The shots were allegedly 
fired by a neighbor with a his¬ 
tory of opposition to the 
mosque, said the Chicago 
chapter of CAIR, the United 
States' largest Muslim civil 


rights and advocacy group. 

Morton Grove police, the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion and the US attorney's of¬ 
fice are investigating the 
incident. 

"This is obviously an 
alarming situation that all par¬ 
ties are taking very seriously," 
CAIR-Chicago Executive Di¬ 
rector Ahmed Rehab said in a 
statement. 

"The weapon allegedly 
used in this incident is power¬ 
ful enough to kill, and the pro¬ 
jectiles reportedly came within 
inches of the head of the secu¬ 
rity guard on duty."

Lebanese protest against anal exams 
on suspected gays 


BEIRUT (AFP) - Dozens of 
people demonstrated outside 
the law courts in the Lebanese 
capital to protest the use of 
anal "tests” on men suspected 
of homosexuality, which is a 
criminal offence in the Arab 
country. 

The rally followed a July 28 
police raid on a gay venue in a 
working class district of Beirut 
when 36 men were taken into 
custody and forced to undergo 
the examinations, reportedly 
to determine their sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

Lebanon-based HELEM, 
considered the Arab world’s 


leading lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender rights group, 
called for the rally under the 
slogan: "Stand up against the 
tests of shame, vaginal or 
anal." 

It also voiced solidarity 
with women subjected to so- 
called "virginity tests." 

Men and women — ranging 
from gay and lesbian young 
adults to a father and daughter 
- chanted in unison and held 
banners that read: "United to 
abolish the tests of shame." 

Other homemade signs 
struck a more sarcastic tone: 
"Honorable minister, before 


you test my anus, at least take 
me out to dinner," read one. 

But for most, the tests were 
no laughing matter. 

One sign read: "The cost of 
forensic rape: 125,000 

Lebanese lira" (about $85), 
pointing out that the men sub¬ 
jected to the anal probes were 
being charged for the proce¬ 
dure. 

Under Article 534 of the 
Lebanese Penal Code, sexual 
relations "contradicting the 
laws of nature" are illegal and 
violators may be punished by 
up to one year in prison. 


Taiwan same-sex union points to Asia 
shift on gay rights 


TAIPEI (AFP) - A Buddhist 
cleric’s decision to wed two 
women in Taiwan is the latest 
sign that obstacles to same-sex 
unions are quietly coming 
down in Asia, with religion 
posing less of a hindrance than 
in the West. 

Fish Huang and her partner 
You Ya-ting, both 30, received 
their blessings from Shih 
Chao-hui, a female Buddhist 
master, at a monastery in north 
Taiwan's Taoyuan county over 
the weekend — and no one 


seemed to raise an eyebrow. 

Communist Vietnam is con¬ 
sidering making the practice 
legal and in Nepal hundreds 
marched in support of enshrin¬ 
ing it in the new constitution. 
Tokyo Disneyland has allowed 
gay couples to informally tie 
the knot on its grounds. 

Myanmar and Laos also re¬ 
cently held their first gay pride 
events. 

According to Shih, the 
cleric who presided over the 
ceremony in Taiwan, this is a 


trend facilitated regionwide by 
a lack of religious and philo¬ 
sophical dogma against homo¬ 
sexuality. 

Buddhism does not dismiss 
homosexuality from an ideo¬ 
logical point of view, and in 
Confucianism it's a grey area, 
so eastern societies tend to be 
more open-minded towards 
homosexuality," she said. 

Even so, the move towards 
greater tolerance does not apply 
universally to Asia, as countries 
where Islam is the dominant re¬ 
ligion maintain tough laws 
against homosexuals. 

In Malaysia, for example, 
they can be sentenced to up to 
20 years in jail, while in In¬ 
donesia they could risk caning 
of up to 100 lashes under a 
draft Islamic bylaw in Aceh 
province. 

And even in Asia's most 
culturally liberal societies, ho¬ 
mosexuals are unlikely to see 
full equality before the law 
anytime soon. 

While the Old Testament 
apparently condemns homo¬ 
sexuality, there are no similar 
passages in the Buddhist clas¬ 
sics. 
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(AFP) - An Indonesian man has died of bird flu, the 
health ministry said, in the country's ninth fatal case this 
year. The man (37) was hospitalised on July 24 with a 
high fever and was placed on a ventilator five days later, 
according to the report. He died on July 30. Authorities 
do not know how the man contracted the virus, but said 
he lived near poultry farms. Bird flu, also known as the 
H5N1 virus, typically spreads from birds to humans 
through direct contact, but experts fear it could mutate 
into a form that is easily transmissible between humans.

Fires on Spain's Canary Islands force 
4,700 evacuations 



LA GOMERA (AFP) - Wild¬ 
fires raging on the Spanish Ca¬ 
nary Islands of La Gomera and 
Tenerife have forced the evac¬ 
uation of more than 4,700 peo¬ 
ple in two days, the regional 
government said week-end. 

Firefighters battling the 
blazes on the islands off Mo¬ 
rocco were up against "high 
temperatures, low humidity 
and wind" that fanned the 
flames, said regional economy 
minister Javier Gonzalez 
Ortiz. 

A pitiless heatwave origi¬ 
nating from north Africa that 
follows Spain’s driest winter in 
seven decades has shown no 
sign of letting up, and fires 


were also raging in the main¬ 
land Galicia region. 

On La Gomera, the most 
devastating fires in a decade 
have ravaged some 3,000 
hectares (7,400 acres) of land, 
including about one-tenth of 
the Garajonay nature reserve, 
a UNESCO World Heritage 
site. 

About 2,500 people from 
13 villages in the island’s west 
and southwest were evacuated 
as a precaution, the regional 
government said in a state¬ 
ment. 

On the other Canaries is¬ 
land of Tenerife, more than 
2,200 people were moved 
from their homes. 


"The fires are still burning 
on three fronts," an emergency 
services spokesman said ear¬ 
lier. "There is no positive 
change for the moment." 

Water-dropping aircraft 
again flew missions as blazes 
erupted anew in the Garajonay 
reserve, home to rare subtrop¬ 
ical forests which boasts 450 
plant species, including eight 
found only in the park. 

Ventura del Carmen Ro¬ 
driguez, the island's environ¬ 
ment secretary, said last week 
it would take 30-40 years for 
Garajonay's burned areas to 
recover. 

Three more villages were 
evacuated after 300 people 
fled their homes to safety on 
Friday, as roads leading to the 
affected areas were cut off. 

Meanwhile on the Spanish 
mainland, in Galicia, two vil¬ 
lages in Ourense province 
were evacuated Friday as 
flames devoured another 800 
hectares of vegetation, the re¬ 
gional government said. 

Fires also raged in the Cat¬ 
alonia and Andalusia regions. 


DHAKA (AFP) - At least 13 
Muslim worshippers were 
killed and 15 hurt when light¬ 
ning struck a mosque in a re¬ 
mote village in northeast 
Bangladesh as they held spe¬ 
cial Ramadan prayers, police 
said on yesterday. 

The imam was among those 
instantly killed when a light¬ 
ning bolt hit the tin-and-thatch 
building at Saraswatipur vil¬ 
lage, about 200 kilometres 
(125 miles) from the capital 
Dhaka, late on Friday. 

US drone to 
Peru ruins 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Archeologists in Peru plan to 
use a US-made drone to survey 
ancient Andean ruins, in the 
latest civilian application of 
the unmanned aerial vehicles 
used to hunt militants in the 
world's war zones. 

The device, which can fit in 
a backpack, is due to be tested 
later this month at the ruins of 
the 16th-century Spanish colo¬ 
nial town Mawchu Llacta, 
some 13,450 feet (4,100 me¬ 
ters) above sea level. The 
Skate Small Unmanned Aerial 
System will take only about 10

Brazil's auto demand, incentives lure 
foreign investment 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - Rising 
demand and government in¬ 
centives are prompting foreign 
carmakers to boost their in¬ 
vestment in Brazil, which ana¬ 
lysts say could become the 
third largest auto market in the 
world as early as 2015. 

Industry group ANFAVEA 
forecast that domestic sales of 
cars and light commercial ve¬ 
hicles may grow by four to five 
percent this year compared to 
2011, with up to 3.81 million 
vehicles. Production is slated 
to reach 3.49 million units, up 
about two percent from last 
year, the National Association 
of Motor Vehicle Manufactur¬ 
ers added. 

On Thursday, Japanese 
giant Toyota inaugurated its 
third plant in Brazil, in the 
southeastern town of Soro-

caba, with the goal of produc¬ 
ing 70,000 new Etios compact 
models a year. 

A modified version of a 
model already being sold in 
India and South Africa, the 
Etios will be available from 
September, priced at an aver¬ 
age of $17,300 to compete 
with similar models from 
Volkswagen, Fiat, General 
Motors and Hyundai. 

Toyota, in Brazil since 
1958, said it also planned to 
begin selling the Prius, its po¬ 
pular hybrid electric car, in 
Brazil later this year and to in¬ 
vest $495 million to build an 
engine plant near Sorocaba. 

With a share of less than 
three percent of the Brazilian 
auto market last year, the 
Japanese carmaker lags behind 
leading players Fiat, Volkswa¬ 
gen and General Motors. 

But the world’s biggest car- 
maker plans to double its sales 
in Brazil to around 200,000 ve¬ 
hicles in the next two years and 
become one of market leaders 
in the next decade. 

"The Brazilian economy is 
going to post solid growth in 
the second half of the year. In¬ 
terest rates (now down to a 
record low of 8 percent) will 
continue to decline, and credit 
will continue to expand," AN¬ 
FAVEA president Cledorvino 
Belini said today. 

Home to 191 million peo¬ 


ple, Brazil currently ranks as 
the world’s fourth largest car 
market behind the United 
States, China and Japan. 

The industry, which cur¬ 
rently employs 147,000 peo¬ 
ple, contributes roughly 5 
percent of Brazil’s GDP. 

But rising demand for bet¬ 
ter quality cars by the country’s 
expanding middle class — now 
estimated at 95 million people 
— a low motorization rate (333 
cars per 1,000 inhabitants), the 
absence of domestic producers 
and government incentives 
offer good prospects for for¬ 
eign makers, analysts say. 

Roland Berger Strategy 
Consultants estimates that 
Brazil, the world’s sixth largest 
economy, could displace Japan 
as the world’s third biggest 
market by 2015 and sales rise 
to 6.6 million vehicles by 
2020. 

In April, the government in¬ 
troduced new rules to make the 
auto industry more competi¬ 
tive. The rules require carmak¬ 
ers to increase regional content 
by purchasing more locally- 
produced spare parts, invest in 
engineering and innovation, 
and improve car fuel effi¬ 
ciency, or face higher taxes. 

Sao Paulo state, where 
nearly half of the national auto 
industry is concentrated, also 
provides tax breaks to attract 
foreign makers.

Iraq oil production 
tops I ran 


BAGHDAD (AFP) - Iraq’s 
oil output now stands at 3.2 
million barrels per day, out¬ 
pacing neighbouring Iran to 
become the second-biggest 
producer in OPEC, Iraq’s top 
energy official said yesterday. 

"Oil production is now at 
3.2 (million bpd), higher than 
other countries like Iran, the 
United Arab Emirates and 
Kuwait," Hussein al-Shahris- 
tani, deputy prime minister 
responsible for energy affairs, 
told journalists. 

Iraq has sought to dramat¬ 
ically increase its oil output 
and exports, the latter of 
which account for the vast 
majority of government in¬ 
come, while world powers 
have imposed ever-tightening 
economic sanctions on Iran’s 
oil export sector. 

Oil cartel OPEC's August 
market report, citing second¬ 
ary sources, put Iraqi produc¬ 
tion at 3.079 million bpd in 


July, compared to 2.817 mil¬ 
lion bpd for Iran. 

The former represents a 
400,000 bpd increase since 
the end of 2011, while the lat¬ 
ter marks a 700,000 bpd de¬ 
cline. 

The gap is likely to widen 
further as Iraq looks to ramp 
up production in coming 
years, and as several con¬ 
tracts with foreign energy 
firms to extract crude begin 
resulting in increased output. 

Oil Minister Abdelkarim 
al-Luaybi has said Baghdad 
plans to increase production 
and exports this year to 3.4 
million bpd and 2.6 million 
bpd respectively. 

Iraq has proven reserves 
of 143.1 billion barrels of oil 
and 3.2 trillion cubic metres 
(111.9 trillion cubic feet) of 
gas, both of which are among 
the highest such deposits in 
the world.

Did you hear? Protestants told to stop 
gossiping 



OTTAWA (AFP) - Canada’s 
largest Protestant denomina¬ 
tion is urging congregants to 
stop gossiping, likening the 
chatter to gambling and "other 
evils of society." 

"Gossip can cause people to 
lose their jobs and their good 
reputations," according to a 
motion under consideration at 


the United Church of 
Canada’s 41st general coun¬ 
cil, held August 11 -18 in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Idle talk can "lead to bro¬ 
ken friendships and split 
families, and can be used as 
a malicious weapon against 
an opponent," the resolution 
continued, adding that 
mean-spirited gabbing "can 
cause people to switch 
churches or in some instances, 
to stop attending church alto¬ 
gether." 

The motion aims to "en¬ 
courage congregations to seek 
ways to raise awareness of the 
harmful aspects of gossip." 

While not explicitly a sin, 
United Church spokesman 


Reverend Bruce Gregersen 
explained that spreading tales 
is contrary to Christian teach¬ 
ings promoting love, truth and 
honesty. 

It falls into the category of 
"bearing false witness," he 
told AFP. 

Anthropologists, however, 
see chatter as a way of sharing 
key information about others 
that affects people’s social 
standing. 

Reputation is determined 
by gossip, and casual conver¬ 
sations of others affect one's 
acceptability as a mate or a 
partner in a social exchange, 
said Jerome Barkow, an an¬ 
thropology professor at Dal- 
housie University in Halifax. 

The conference, held once 
every three years, brings to¬ 
gether 350 delegates and a 
couple hundred more guests 
and observers, representing 
650,000 church members na¬ 
tionwide. 

"An increasing number of 
people are spiritual, believe in 
God and prayer, but fewer and 
fewer people believe in the 
need to link that to an institu¬ 
tion," Gregersen said.

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LONDON (AFP) - Britain's Anthony Joshua won the 
men's Olympic super heavyweight (+91 kgs) gold on 
count-back against defending champion Roberto Cam- 
marelle of Italy after their bout finished 18-all on Sunday. 
Italy immediately appealed the decision after Joshua 
overturned a three-point deficit heading into the final 
round to clinch the narrowest of victories. Joshua, 22, 
only took up boxing four years ago, but the 2011 world 
silver medallist from Baku, Azerbaijan, added Olympic 
gold to his collection with victory in the final bout of the 
London Games. Watford-born Joshua earned Britain's 
third boxing gold and their fifth medal in London follow¬ 
ing on from flyweight Nicola Adams and bantamweight 
Luke Campbell victories in their gold-medal bouts. As 
welterweight Freddie Evans took silver and Anthony 
Ogogo finished with a bronze in the middleweight, 
Britain have had their best return in the Olympic ring 
since the 1908 London Games when they won 14 of the 
15 boxing medals. 



LONDON-Ryota Murata won Japan's first Olympic box¬ 
ing gold in nearly half a century Saturday, beating 
Brazil's Esquiva Falcao Florentino in the final of the 
men's middleweight contest. The nation's last boxing 
gold was won by Takao Sakurai in the bantamweight 
class at the 1964 Tokyo Olympics. A runner-up at the 
2011 World Championships, Murata came from behind 
to beat Uzbekistan's Abbos Atoev in the semifinal on the 
previous day. The match against Florentino, who fin¬ 
ished third in last year's World Championships, was 
very close-Murata won by 14-13.

LONDON (AFP) - Mexico 
stunned Brazil to win their 
first gold in the Olympic men’s 
football tournament as Oribe 
Peralta’s double clinched a 
shock 2-1 victory over the 
five-time world champions 
Saturday.

LONDON (AFP) - Brazil ral¬ 
lied to beat the world number 
one-ranked United States 3-1 
Saturday and win the London 
Olympics women’s volleyball 
gold medal. 

In a rematch of the Beijing 
Olympic final, Brazil 
shrugged off their shaky start 
and again proved too strong 
for the Americans, winning by 
scores of 11-25, 25-17, 25-20, 
25-17. 

The Americans had looked 
poised to turn the tables this 
time, reaching the final with¬ 
out losing a match. Indeed the 
Americans had not lost a 
match in 2012. 

Brazil, meanwhile, strug¬ 
gled in the group stage, losing 
twice in their pool but scraping 
into the quarter-finals in fourth 
place. 

Once into the knock-out 


the World Cup with some of 
the best players and most daz¬ 
zling performances ever seen 
on football's grandest stage, 
the Selecao have never man¬ 
aged to replicate those golden 
moments at the Games and 
this was another miserable 
chapter in their Olympic his¬ 
tory.

Mexico had won three of 
their past five matches against 
Brazil, including a 2-0 
friendly victory in June, and 
there was no sign of an inferi¬ 
ority complex as Tena's side 
made an astonishing start. 

Mexico manager Luis Fer¬ 
nando Tena added: "We are 
extremely happy. It's a won¬ 
derful moment for our coun¬ 
try. Mexico will be on the 
streets partying right now.

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Perfect US NBA stars beat 
Spain to take gold 



LONDON (AFP) - The United 
States Dream Team of NBA 
stars captured their second 
successive Olympic men's 
basketball gold medal and the 
14th overall for America by 
beating Spain 107-100 in Sun¬ 
day's final. 

Running unbeaten through 
the tournament as they did in 
2008 when they also beat 
Spain in the final, the US 
multi-millionaire lineup of 
NBA elite claimed their fifth 
crown in the past six 
Olympics. 

"I'm on cloud nine. It's such 
a huge honour," US star Kobe 
Bryant said after his final 
Olympic bow. 
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The Americans improved to 
62-1 since revamping the na¬ 
tional team program after set¬ 
tling for Olympic bronze in 
2004. 

But reigning European 
champion Spain, routed by the 
US NBA stars in a pre- 
Olympic exhibition game last 
month in Barcelona, stayed 
with the defending champions 
to the very end, keeping within 
reach until the final minutes. 

Kevin Durant led the US 
stars with 30 points while 


James had 19 and Bryant 
added 17. 

Pau Gasol, Bryant's NBA 
Los Angeles Lakers' team¬ 
mate, led Spain with 24 points 
while Juan-Carlos Navarro 
added 21 and Rudy Fernandez 
contributed 14. 

Spain's only Olympic 
medals in the event have come 
with finals losses to US teams 
in 1984, 2008 and in London. 

Russia won Argentina 81-77 
for the Olympic bronze.

Relentless Russia win 
fourth rhythmic gold 



LONDON (AFP) - Before a 
sea of red, white and blue 
flags, Russia pursued their 
merciless dominance of 
rhythmic gymnastics by 
claiming their fourth consec¬ 
utive Olympic group title on 
Sunday. 

The Russian team posted a 
score of 57.000 points to fin¬ 
ish above Belarus and three¬ 
time world champions Italy 
at London's Wembley Arena, 
to the delight of the many 
Russian supporters present. 

With Evgeniya Kanaeva 
having successfully defended 
her title in Saturday's individ¬ 
ual final, Russia have now 
won every Olympic gold 
medal in the sport since the 
start of the 2000 Games in 
Sydney. 

Italy secured the world 
crown in 2009, 2010 and 
2011 and were bidding to 
claim a first Olympic gold 
medal, but they had to con¬ 
tent themselves with bronze, 
eight years on from a second- 
place finish in Athens. 

In the final, the five-strong 
teams perform only two 
meticulously choreographed 
routines — one with balls, and 
one with hoops and ribbons. 

Belarus slipped in front of 
Italy with their routine, leav¬ 
ing some of the Italian gym¬ 


nasts in tears but giving the 
Belarusians their third medal 
in the event after silver in 
Sydney and bronze in Beijing 
four years ago.
